Capt. Oliver and Four Amer- 
ican Gunners Interned at j 
Brandenburg, Prussia. 

SEAMAN'SFATEUNKNOWN 

America Feared All Perished 
In U-Boat Sunk Near 
Where Captured. 



Washington, Sept. 5.— Captain Al- 
bert Oliver of the American tank 
steamer Campana and four of the five 
members of the naval gun crew who 
were taken prisoners when their ship 
was captured and sunk Aug. 6 by a 
German submarine, are in a prison 
camp at Brandenburg, Prussia, the 
American Red Cross was advised to- 
day by cable from Geneva. The mes- 
sage made no mention of Seaman Al- 
bert Miller, the other prisoner, and an 
inquiry has been cabled to Geneva to 
learn his fate. 

The four gunners held by the Ger- 
mans are James Delaney, chief gun- 
ner's mate in charge of the gun crew; 
Ray Roop, boatswain mate; Chas. L. 
Kline, a gunner's mate, and Fred Ste- 
phen Jacob, a seaman

Formerly of This County

Dr. J. N. Metcalf passed away at an 
early hour Saturday morning at the 
home of his son, Ernestine, near See, 
8 miles west of Clarksville, at the age 
of eighty years. He is survived only 
by his son. 

The funeral was conducted today 
at Garredsburg, followed by inter- 
ment in the family burying ground. 

Dr. Metcalf was for many years a 
practicing physician of Christian coun- 
ty, removing to this county and locat- 
ing in the Eighteenth District, about 
twenty years ago. 

He was a graduate of old Harvard 
University, and was regarded as one 
of the finest scholars of his age. Af 
ter old age came upon him, he made 
his home with his son.

Prosperity— Cigaret Habit 
Growing Among Women. 

Washington, Sept. 5.— All previous 
American records for consumption of 
whisky, cigars, cigarets and tobacco 
apparently went by the boards during 
the past fiiscal year. The prelimin- 
ary report of Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue Osborn covering the 
twelve months ended June 30, made 
public, shows record tax collections 
on these and other articles. 

Here are the *rand totals of pro- 
duction upon whioh taxes were paid: 

Distilled spirits from every source; 
rye, corn, wheat, apples, peaches, 
pears, pineapples, oranges, apricots, 
berries, figs and cherries, 164,665,246 
gallons, an increase of 26,000,000 gal- 
lons over the previous year, yielding 
a tax return of $186,563,055; cigars of 
all descriptions and weight 9,216,901,- 
1 13— approximately 90 per capita - as 
compared with 21,087,757,78, an in- 
crease of more than 40 per cent. 
Tobacco, chewing and smoking, 445,- 
563,206 pounds, an increase of 28,- 
500,000 pounds. 

Even snuff went to apparent new 
high levels of production with 35,477,- 
751 pounds, an increase of 2,200,000 
pounds in the year. The return to 
the government in taxes on cigars, 
cigarets, tobacco and snuff was $103,- 
201,592, an increase of approximately 
$15,000,000, or 18 per cent, over the 
previous year. The record figures 
indicate great nation-wide prosperity, 
officials state, and in the case of cig- 
arets, tremendous growth of the 
habit among women. 

The production of beer while ex- 
ceeding that of the previous year, 
fell considerably below the high rec- 
ord of 68,000.000 barrels in 1914. 
Taxes were paid last year on 60,729,- 
500 barrels at $1.50 per barrel and 
other taxes on brewers and retailers 
brought the total up to $91,907,493 
against $88,771. K1 

Other tax recipts included those on 

■ouiargarine, $1,995,720; special tax 
on bankers, corporations, brokers, 
tlieaters. bowling alleys, commercial 
merchants, $15,708,733; documentary, 
stamps and perfumes, $8,926,301; es- 
tates, $6,076,576; excess profits, $37,- 
176; munitions, $27,663,940 and mis- 
cellaneous $2,093,753, bringing the 
total, ordinary receipts up to $449,- 
712,412. Income taxes of $359,681,- 
228 brought the fraud total, includ- 
i: ig the Alaskan railway tax of $33,256, 
up to $809,393,640 as compared with 
$512,723,288, the year before.

GUNS SHELL 
; TOWNS ON RIGA 

I 

Are Germans Planning to Land 
Forces to Cut off Fleeing 
Russian Army? 

AUSTRIA CRYING "HELP !" 

Cadorna's Skymen Drop Nine 
Tons of Bombs on War- 
ships and Works. 

From Riga to the east of Uxkul the 
Russians continue in full retreat be- 
fore the Germans, those from the 
evacuated fort and arsenal making 
their way northward along the coast 
of the gulf of Riga, and those from 
xkul and vicinity endeavoring to 
reach the Riga-Pskoff-Petrograd rail- 
way line. 

Behind them the Russians left Riga 
partly aflame as the result of the Ger- 
man shells hurled into the town, while 
the smouldering ruins of small villa- 
ges mark the path over which the oth- 
er contingents have passed, having 
been set on fire during the retreat. 

Along the eartern coast of the Gulf 
of Riga for a distance of about 80 
miles north of the evacuated town, 
German warships are shelling various 
towns, possibly with the intention of 
covering a landing of troops, whose 
object will be to cut off the retreat 
of the Riga army or turn its flank, 
thereby entirely clearing the gulf 
shore region and giving Prince Leo- 
pold of Bavaria a base, possibly at 
Pernau, whence to operate overland 
in conjunction with the naval forces 
toward Reval, Russia's principal port 
on the Gulf of Finland, in an endeav- 
or to seal up the Russian fleet inside 
the gulf. 

While the Russians were knocking 
at the gates of Riga from the west and 
southwest, hurling shells of all cali- 
bers and tossing gas waves against 
the town, loyal Russian troops held 
them back long enough to blow up 
the fortifications at the mouth of the 
Dvina and raise the bridges over the 
waterway. 

Meanwhile, however, it is reported 
that a cry of distress has been sent to 
the Germans by the Austnans, asking 
for men to aid in holding back the 
Italian advance. As a result of this 
appeal it is reported that Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg has sent two Ba- 
varian divisions to the Isonzo front 
and that the Germans are also hasten- 
ing the manufacture of guns for the 
protection of the Hermada heights, 
the key to Triest. 

Although the infantry activity has 
come to a pause, the Italians have 
paid their respects to Pola, Austria's 
big naval base on the Adriatic, by air. 
Nine tons of explosives have been 
dropped on warships in the roadstrd 
and on military works, causing great 
damage. 

Field Marshal Haig continues to 
pound the German positions in Flan- 
ders with a rain of shells and another 
big push against the German lines 
seems imminent. 

Intensive air raiding has been car- 
ried out by the British, French and 
German aviators. For the third Hav 
in succession the Germans have 
bombed the southeastern English 
coast, in their last raid having pene- 
trated the London district, where ex- 
plosives were loosed. The Germans 
have also dropped bombs in the re- 
gion of Calais and Dunkirk in Frani e 
while British and French airmen have 
effectively bombed German positions 
in Belgium and France and German 
border towns.

Germans made another air raid on 
South England Monday night, with 
minor casualties, including one killed.

Conscripts are advised to wear their 
old clothes that may be thrown away, 
to take changes of underclothing in 
bundles, as suit cases will not be al- 
lowed, and before starting to get a 
close hair cut and take a bath. 

Tennessee now has a drastic anti- 
tigarette law that imposes a penalty 
of $50 for selling cigarettes in the 
state or bringing them in for any pur- 
pose. The Memphis authorities have 
ordered the strict enforcement of the 
law. 

The abandonment of the port of 
Riga gives the Germans an open road 
toPetrograd, 300 miles distant, if they 
should brave the rigors of a Russian 
winter to lengthen their lines. The 
occupation of Riga gives no particular 
military advantage. It may even 
prove of benefit by making the radi- 
cal element see the necessity of co- 
operating with the government. 

According to the most reliable au- 
thority, says an Amsterdam dispatch, 
the next session of the German reich- 
■tag will be devoted exclusively to the 
question of peace. The majority has 
decided to challenge the statement of 
the government regarding the mini- 
mum peace program, and it is said 
the government will yield with a view 
to peace negotiations before Christ- 
mas. The German government, ac- 
cording to this authority, favors the 
plenipotentiaries meeting either at 
The Hague, at Berne, or at Copenha- 
gen, but preferably at The Hague.

Mr. Gerard's Revelation. 

A chain of causes which 
President Wilson and hia cabinet to 
the neeii for action against Germany 
is gradually coming to light in state- 
ments made by James W. Gerard, 
former ambassador to Berlin. 

In an addre«a at Minneapolis, Mr. 
Qeiard told of a conference which he 
hud with the kaiser in which the kais- 
er s.ud: "I'll stand no nonsen.e Irom 
America after the war. America had 
belter look out." 

The former ambassador also told or 
plans which Germany li.id made 
against the United States at the turn- 
>he kaiser's government Witt pretend- 
ing in diplomatic messai>es to be 
friendly with this country. Admiral 
von Tirpitz, he says, advocated de- 
claring war against America. Ger- 
many, the admiral contended, could 
then collect indemnities from the Unit- 
ed States to pay all her debts, after 
she had whipped England by rutmess 
submarine warfare and had taken 
over the British fleet. 

Summing up the case against Ger 
many, Mr. Gerard said: "We must 
win this war, for if Germany wins, 
she will be over here. If we fail to 
deleat the blood-thirsty autocracy, 
life and honor are of no value." 

He denounced the work of the pro- 
German clique in this country and 
pointed out that if Americans now in 
Germany printed attacks on Germany 
similar to the attacks on America 
printed by Germans in this country, 
they would be promptly placed be 
fore a hiring squad and shot. 

"There will be an awakening 
here," said Mr. Gerard, "aft r the 
first American blood has been spilltd 
on the tiring line. The mothers and 
sweethearts of the victin s will lead 
thete pro-German publishers from 
their offices and demand that they 
pay penalty. We are out to win and 
we will, despite the traitorous, br.be" 
taking minority that would, with their 
poisonous propaganda, hamper prog- 
I ress of the majority. " 
j German propagandist have already 
obtained too great a footing in this 
country.

Such Is the gist of President Wil- 
son's reply to the pope rejecting, on 
behsif of the United States, the peace 
proposals made by bis holiness. It 
ras delivered at the Vatican Tuesday 
and was regarded as the reply of all 
(be nations leagued against the cen- 
tral powers. 

Mr. Wilson's note Is the climax of 
the series of magnificent state docu- 
ments In which be has set forth the 
nis of world democracy and is an- 
r stirring Indictment of the auto- 
tic government of Germany. It as- 
thst peace on the terms pro- 
posed by the pope would only give 
feermany time to recuperate for a re- 
newal of Its "furious and brutal" pol- 
icy by which It seeks to dominate the 
world; would make necessary a per- 
manent hostile combination of nations
